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Brief History 


Pioneers came to the Little Butte 


Creek area in 1852. Most families were ’ 


farmers and stock raisers. 


In 1905, the railroad was 
completed, and the first train arrived in 
Eagle Point. The main part of town was 
located on North Royal with the Snowy 
Butte Mill, Carlton's Hardware store, 
Brown's merchandise store, Daleys Cash 
Store, Heckathorne’s Billiards and other 
businesses. In 1910, the town expanded to 
meet the railroad and a new business 
section developed. Some of the old 
buildings still stand on Main Street. 


Several early homes are still 
located on North Royal and South Shasta. 


The Antelope Covered Bridge was 
built in 1922 and moved to our area in 
1987. 


History is a living part of Eagle 
Point and many descendants of the first 
families still reside here. 


Be sure and visit the Eagle Point 
Museum. It houses the second largest 
collection in Jackson County. It is open 
every day in the summer and several days 
a week in the winter. Call for current hours, 
826-4166. The Butte Creek Mill is Open 
every day except Sunday.
